Ledterman, a_ partner of 
Greenlease in a Tulsa, Okla., 
Cadillac agency, said eight tele- 
phone calls were received yes- 
terday from persons, apparently 
cranks, who said 
holding the child. But the call- 
ers were unable to answer ques- 
tions about the boy’s appearance 
and broke off the conversations. 


50 Telegrams Received. 


Denying reports that some type 
of communication dealing with a 
ransom demand had been re- 
ceived, Ledterman said about 20 
special delivery letters and 50 
telegrams were delivered to the 
home yesterday.

“We are co-operating in every 
way possible with Mr. Green- 
lease,” Chief of Police Bernard 
C. Brannon said.

FCC Grants 8 Per Cent’ 


Increase on Such 
_ Long-Distance Service 
| Effective Tonight. 


| WASHINGTON, Sept, 30 (AP) 
-—The Federal Communications 
| Commission today authorized an 
8 per cent increase in interstate 
long distance telephone rates ef- 
fective at midnight tonight. 
The increase had been pro- 
posed by the Bell Telephone 
System, made up of American 
'Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
and its subsidiaries, last month. 
The commission announced it 


/would permit it to go into ef- 


fect. It said it had considered 
‘some protests by telephone 
users, but had determined that 


ithe projected increases are justi- 
| fied. 


ie 
Schedules provide for in- 
creases of 5 to 10 cents in the 
initial 3-minute period rates for 
night and Sunday calls involv- 
ing most distances between 41 
and 2300 miles. They make no 
increase in the basic, initial 
charge for daytime calls. 
However, they provide for an 
increase of 5 cents in the charge 
for each one-minute of over- 
time, above the basic period, on 
station-to-station and person-to- 
person interstate calls involving 
most distances above 24 miles 
The FCC estimated that the 
changes will provide the Bell 
System with about $65,000,000 
additional revenue annually. 
Hlowever, the Bell companies 
estimated that they will receive 
only about $30,000,000 annually 
of additional net earnings, after 
taxes and payments to connect- 
ing independent telephone ex- 
changes tor us of their facilities 
The ICC said that for the year 
ended June 30, 1953, the Bell 
System realized a return from 
operation of about 5 per cent on 
| its investment devoted to inter- 
state service. It also said that 
i|recent wage increases will ad- 
versely affect this return and 
that the new rates should make 
the return from interstate serv- 
ice about 6 to 6'4 per cent. 
The commission said that long 
distance telephone rates between 
points within a single state have 
for many years been generally 
higher that the interstate rates. 
and said the revisions will serve 
to lessen these disparities.

Helicopter Revolutionizes Air 
Travel Concepts in Europe|: 


Some Regular Flights Out of Brussels 
Booked Ahead for 3 Months—Crowds 
Watch ‘Egg Beaters.’ 


By ANSEL E. TALBERT. 
The New York Herald Tribune- Post-Dispatch 
Special Radio. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 30 — The 
world’s first regular interna- 
tional helicopter passenger serv- 
ice, operated here with Sikorsky 
rotary wing aircraft built at 
Bridgeport, Conn., is revolution- 
izing many European concepts 
of air travel and commerce. 


The service was instituted on 
Sept. 1 after almost three years 
of preparations which included 
the training in the United States 
in all-weather helicopter flying 
of a group of Belgian pilots 
headed by Gerard Tremerie, a 
World War II courier for the 
anti-Nazi underground. About 
40,000,000 letters have been 
transported with a scheduled op- 
erational regularity surpassing 
97 per cent. 

Today the “flying egg-beaters” 
of the new service are shuttling 
from early morning until dusk 
along routes connecting this Bel- 
gian capital city with Rotter- 
dam, leading Netherlands port, 
the French manufacturing cen- 
ter of Lille and the Dutch com- 
mercial city of Maastricht, as 
well as the Belgian fortress city 
of Liege. 


Booked for 3 Months. 


Some flights already are 
bodked solid as much as thrée 
months ahead by business men 
who want to leave their homes 
around 7 a.m., do a day’s busi- 
ness in another city and be back 
with their families for supper. 
The crowds which watch the 
helicopter landings and take-offs 
recall the early days of airline 
travel.

Unlike New York City’s pres- 
ent helicopter passenger serv- 
ices, which link up the city’s 
three major airports but suffer 
greatly from a lack of adequate 
and conveniently situated hell- 
port facilities in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, the expanding opera- 
tions in Europe have available 
new heliports in the centers of 
the cities served. 

The Brussels heliport, for ex- 
ample, is in the Place Rougier, 
adjoining the Gare du Nord con- 
nection with the Belgian rail- 
road network and five minutes 
by taxicab from most of the 
best Brussels hotels.

Aandahl Concedes Pos- 
sibility for Such Agen- 
cies in Basin Under 
Sales Program.

FARGO, N.D., Sept. 30—Pub- 
lic power organizations in the 
Missouri river basin eventually 
may be seriously hampered by 
the Eisenhower Administration's 
new policy for the sale of gov- 
ernment-produced power, it was 
conceded yesterday by Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior Fred G. 
Aandahl. 

He asserted, however, that 
rural electric co-operatives and 
the other publicly-owned dis- 
tributors will be able to obtain 
all the power they need “for the 
next five or six years at least.” 

After that, Aandahl told mem 
bers of the Missouri Basin Inter- 
agency Committee, demands for 
more government power by the 
public groups will remain un- 
satisfied, because the electricity 
produced at the huge Missouri 
river dams will be tied up in 
long term contracts. 


New U.S. Policy on Contracts. 


The Administrations new 
policy permits private utilities 
to obtain 20-year contracts for 
government power not currently 
needed by the public distributors 
which have priority by law. 

Previous policy, under Demo- 
cratic administrations, limited 
private companies to what were 
in effect short-term contracts.: 
This meant that cheap federal 
power could be readily diverted 
from the utilities to the public 
groups as their operators ex- 
panded. 

Aandahl said two _ factors 
would enable the REA co-oper- 
atives and non-profit municipal 
agencies to obtain sufficient 
Government power in the near 
future. 

First, he said, these “pre- 
ferred customers” will be re- 
quired to use—and pay for— 
only 80 per cent of the power 
capacity called for by their con- 
tracts during the first year. Dur- 
ing the second year of the con- 
tract, this minimum requirement 
becomes 90 per cent; it is raised 
to 100 per cent the third year 
and thereafter.

Thus, a private utility will be 
able to hold on to the federal 
power it now has, even if public 
groups in the area make re- 
quests for the same block of 
electricity. 

A utility need be in no hurry 
to take advantage of the Gov- 
ernment’s 20-year offer, Aandahl 
further indicated. He said if a 
contract had “‘a couple of years” 
to go, the utility could wait until 
the end of that period before 
applying for its 20-year supply, 

hether this system of re- 
newals would extend indefinite- 
ly, he said was “uncertain.”

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
is seeking to collect all the in- 
surance on Binaggio’s life to sat- 
isfy tax deficiencies. The Gov- 
ernment already has taken the 
proceeds from one of two $25,- 
000 policies. Now it is claimed 
that Binaggio still owes $26,006 
in back taxes for 1945 and 1946 
and $13,003 in fraud penalties. 

Gizzo, a gambler, died last 
April. Mrs. Gizzo alleged his 
gambling losses exceeded his 
winnings and his beer distribu- 
tion earnings were not taxable.

Series of Grass Blazes 
Sweep Area—40-Acre 
Tract Burns, Threat- 
ens Homes. 


Warnings against starting open 
rubbish fires were issued today 
after a series of grass fires, 


wind, swept sections of the St. 
Louis area yesterday. 


Fire department officials 
warned that the situation will 
become worse after frost kills 
foliage and weeds, unless 
drenching rains soak the tinder- 
like countryside. 

The largest area burned yes- 
terday was 40 acres of grass and 
weeds on the east side of War- 
son road, north of Ladue road 
and adjoining Mary Institute in 
Ladue. The blaze, attributed to 
a spreading rubbish fire, started 
at 2 p.m. and threatened five 
expensive homes in the area. 

7 Communities Fight Fire. 

Fire companies from seven 
county communities fought the 
flames until after dark. Chief 
Robert Donovan of the Com- 
munity Fire District, comprising 
14 communities, issued a warn- 
ing against open rubbish fires. 
He added that an ordinance pro- 


idly enforced henceforth. 


_ Twenty acres of wooded area, 
including a section of the Glen- 
wood Sanatorium grounds, on 
Grant road, in Webster Groves, 
burned. A garage in the area was 
destroyed and neighboring 
homes were threatened to the 
extent that some owners began 
removing household effects. The 
flames were brought under con- 
trol before reaching the resi- 
dences. 

Mayor John H. Cassidy, of 
Webster Groves, prohibited the 
burning of rubbish in wire con- 
tainers as an emergency measure 
because of the fire hazard. 

In East St. Louis, 42 old auto- 
mobiles were destroyed when 
flames from a weed fire swept 
through a salvage and scrap 
metal yard at Twenty-first street 
and Lynch avenue. Damage was 
estimated at $3000.

Romantic Martyr to Many 


Her Villa Now Smart Restaurant Where 
Romans Talk of Woman’s Loyalty 
to Dictator.

ROME, Sept. 30—Benito Mus- 
solini’s mistress, red-haired Clara 
Petacci, has become a romantic 
martyr, only eight years after 
her body hung upside down next 
to the dead dictator. 


The little villa, high on a hill 
overlooking this city, where the 
Duce sought diversion with the 
vivacious actress, has become a 
smart restaurant. Romans sip 
cocktails beside her glassed 
walls, indoor flower beds, curv- 
ing outdoor staircase and inti- 
mate terraces which were beau- 
tifully designed by young Fascist 
artists given a free hand. For 
that bit of contrast between new- 
est and oldest that Italians ad- 
mire, they put an antique foun- 
dation in her entrance hall, sur- 
rounded by a 2000-year-old mo- 
saic floor boldly snatched from 
the ruins of Ostia. 


Members of the new Fascist 
eafe society, driving to its new 
showplace in expensive cars, 
never seem to notice the squat- 
ters still living in caves dug into 
the side of Clara Petacci’s hill. 


Instead, they romanticize the 
April day in 1945 when Musso- 
lini’s mistress, dressed like a 
— girl, told a band of 

talian partisans: “I am Clara 
Petacci.” No picture of her ever 
appeared in the newspapers and 
she could have escaped, murmur 
the sympathetic diners who did 
get away. 

“She was the only one who 
was still publicly loyal the day 
he died,” they say. These days 
Mussolini and Petacci are “he” 
and’ “she.” With time, their sor- 
did relationship has been trans- 


formed into a tragic, operatic 
love story. 

Clara Petacci’s notorious bed- 
room, once lined with mirrors, 
is discreetly locked, now. “Some 
rooms are still being renovated,” 
explains the management. “Or- 
phans lived here for seven years 
and caused much damage.” 

Now that even the guiltiest 
of Mussolini’s friends have had 
their civil and property rights 
restored, Italian courts ruled 
the villa belonged to Clara’s 
parents. The war orphans and 
their caretaking nuns had to 
get out. Then the Petaccis sold 
the villa to a well-known res- 
tuarteur who has the dining 
concession at Rome’s Interna- 
tional Airport. 


He plans to make the villa 
the stopover for air tourists who 
have a few hours to while away 
between planes. “Here’s the 
most glorious view of all Rome,” 
says the new proprietor en- 
thusiastically, as he leads his 
well-paying guests to the third- 
floor terrace, now the Italian 
equivalent of a snack bar. 


But for the silken signoras 
the chief charm of the villa is 
its memories. Under the lighted 
pines, with the city at their 
feet, they tell each other how 
Mussolini’s face, in death, wore 


a smile of confidence. He 
thought the partisans who found 
him on an Alpine road were 
loyal Fascisti ana would lead 
him into neutral Switzerland. 
But “her dead face,” they say, 
still wore its expression of hor- 
ror.

“When you hear the word 
‘subsidy’ again as applied to your 
power bill, ponder this magic 
federal aid program—these® in- 
terest free loans from the tax- 
payer—for the private utilities 
and ask the user of the word 
‘subsidy’ to explain it.” 

Clapp said the Arkansas Pow- 
er and Light Co. has been 
granted certificates for rapid 
tax amortization totaling about 
$33,000,000. He said _ private 
Mississippi utilities had about 
$25,000,000 covered by the tax 
saving certificates and Alabama 
$44,000,000. 

The TVA chairman criticized 
recent statements by C. Ham- 
ilton Moses of the Arkansas 
Power and Light Co. 

‘Alien Philosophy.’ 

Clapp said Moses was quoted 
as saying TVA wholesale rates 
were too low and represented 
“an alien philosophy.” Clapp 
said TVA charges co-operatives 
only: one-hundredth of a cent 
less than the Arkansas utility 
rate. 

“Apparently vou and I are ex- 
pected to believe it is that one- 
hundredeth of one cent that 
makes the TVA rate an example 
of ‘alien philosophy,’” Clapp | 
said. 

Clapp said TVA’s wholesale 
rate is not much different from 
other wholesale rates.

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Russia Trying to Prevent Talks 
On Reich Unity Due to Weakness 
In Germany, Diplomats Believe 


Evasiveness of Note 


Laid to Attempt to 


Block Conference by Setting Unaccept-

This idea was advanced as one 
explanation for the note which 
Russia delivered to the Western 
powers Monday. The note made 
various demands and accusations 
in connection with the Western 
proposal for a Foreign Minis- 
ters’ conference on Germany and 
Austria on Oct. 15 at Lugano, 
Switzerland. It also called for a 
separate Big Five meeting, in- 
cluding Red China. 

The State Department labeled 
the Soviet note “evasive.” 


President Eisenhower told a 
press conference today that pro- 
posals for a Big Three, Big Four 
or Big Five meeting are under 
study at the State Department 
with a view toward taking the 
fullest opportunity of any dis- 
cussions with Russia to ease 
world troubles. No conclusions 
had been reached, he said. 

High level consideration is 
given to the idea that the Krem- 
lin may now find itself in such 
a weak position in East Ger- 
many — symptoms include the 
popular uprisings in June—that 
it is simply unwilling to go into 
East-West talks on the subject 
of unification. 


Yet, according to this theory, 
the Russians are unwilling to 
take a negative position and so 
have thrown up a series of con- 
ditions unacceptable in the 
American viewpoint in order, to 
block the project and blame this 
country. 

Diplomats agreed this was by 
no means the only possible ex- 
planation to fit the major facts. 
Three others were suggested 
which might be valid keys to 
Soviet conduct in this case: 

1. The Reds may be trying to 
marshal world opinion anxious 
for peace to force the United 
States to recognize the Chinese 
Communist Government and deal 
with it as a big power.

DRAINING SECRETS 
IN ‘PEN PAL’ CLUBS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30 (UP) 
—The Army thinks personal let- 
ters for soldiers are fine, but 
it's worried about “subversive 
elements” sneaking into “pen 
pal” clubs. 

To be sure that “mail call” is 
not used for unpatriotic pur- 
poses, the Army is discouraging 
soldiers from receiving letters 
or gifts from persons they do 
not know.

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A Visit and a Proposition 

The state visit of President Jose Remon of 
Panama to the White House is sure to raise 
more of a problem than hospitality. The prob- 
lem is the Panama Canal treaty. 

Panama wants this treaty revised. It was es- 
tablished in 1903 by President Theodore Roose- 
velt under his Big Stick policy. It brought 
about the independence of Panama from Co- 
lombia, gave the United States perpetual con- 
trol of the 10-mile-wide canal strip, and cost 
the United States $10,000,000 cash and $250,000 
a year. In 1936, however, the annual payment 
was raised to $430,000 because of the devalua- 
tion of the dollar. 

Now Panama is reported seeking as much as 
a million dollars a year, plus credits for a 
housing program, a free trade zone and other 
concessions, Panama's National Assembly and 
press have spent months marshalling popular 
support for treaty revision. 

Nothing compels the United States to grant 
all the Panamanian demands but Washington 
undoubtedly is aware of two points in their 
favor. One is that the annual payments agreed 
to 17 years ago have far less value to Panama 
today. The other is that the safety of the Pan- 
ama Canal requires continued friendly relations 
with the Panamanian people. 

Some treaty concessions would impress Pan- 
ama far more than President Remon’s invita- 
tion to the White House. 
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Too Few News Conferences 

President Eisenhower’s Wednesday news con- 
ference was the first he has held since July 
22, more than two months ago. He was on va- 
cation a good part of those two months, and 
understandably declined to be interrupted by 
the questions of reporters. But if the White 
House staff is wise, it will resolve to halt a 
drift which may seriously weaken the vital 
institution of the presidential news conference. 

The President has held only 14 conferences 
since he took office nine menths ago. As W. H. 
Lawrence points out in The New York Times, 
that record approaches the highly unsatisfactory 
one of Herbert Hoover, who met the press 23 
times during his fixst year and only 12 times 
during his fourth. 

By contrast, President Truman averaged 40 
conferences a year and President Roosevelt 80. 
The former held fairly consistently to his rule 
of a conference once a week, and F.D.R. sub- 
jected himself to reporters’ questions twice a 
week during most of his‘tenure. 

A month after his inauguration, Mr. Eisen- 
hower established the practice of holding a 
conference at least once a week. But that rule 
has been honored more in the breach than 
in the observance. There were only two con 
ferences in February and May, three in March, 
April and July, only one in June, none in 
August and now one at the tag end of Sep- 

It is not for the convenience of reporters 
that regular and frequent news conferences 
should be held by the White House. The rea- 
son is that this institution has become a val- 
uable part of our system of Government, per- 
forming something of the same function that is 
performed in parliamentary systems by direct 


. questioning of the Executive in parliament.

fit both. It not only permits newsmen to ques 
tion the President, thereby getting some idea 
of his thoughts and purposes, but it enables 
the President to sense the feeling of the coun- 
try and to avoid isolation by a “palace guard.” 

Mr. Eisenhower should resolve to do much 
better than he has done in observing his own 
rule of a conference at least once weekly. 
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Slick, Fast—and Transparent 

There is a story behind the appointment 
of former Senator John A. Danaher of Hart- 
ford, Conn., to be Judge of the United States 
Court of Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia. It is the story of a slick, fast political 
maneuver, It is a story that tells a lot about how 
some appointments are made by the White 
House these days. 

When two distinguished senior Judges of the 
Federal Court of Appeals for New York, Con- 
necticut and Vermont—Judges Augustus N. 
Hand and Thomas W. Swan—retired several 
months ago, Mr. Danaher was advanced for one 
or the other of the vacancies. A former Republi- 
can Senator, he was strongly supported by Con- 
necticut’s two present Republican Senatofs, 
Bush and Purtell. 

As word got around that the patronage ma- 
chine was readying lame-duck Danaher for the 
shoes of Judge Hand or Judge Swan, responsible 
leaders of the bar began to oppose the move- 
ment. Everyone except the Senators from Con- 
necticut saw how it would degrade the Court of 


.Appeals to put a lightweight politician on a 


bench which has outshone the United States Su- 
preme Court in recent years through the dis- 
tinction of its work. J 

Some of the Judges in New York spoke their 
minds on the subject with the result that the 
appointment of Danaher wag stalled along. Un- 
doubtedly Attorney Genéral Brownell was hop- 
ing that some unexpected solution would come 
along that would get him out of his box. 

A couple of weeks ago Judge James M. Proc- 
tor of the Court of Appeals of the District of 


‘Columbia died. He had served for five years on 


the appellate court and before that for 17 years 
on the district bench. Thus Judge Proctor was 
appointed originally by Republican Herbert 
Hoover and promoted by Democrat Harry S. 
Truman. He came to be known as a judicial 
craftsman and when he died The Washington 
Post said of him: “No judge could be more fully 
relied upon to give a thoughtful, unbiased and 
fearless interpretation of the law.” 

The point is that somebody in the Department 
of Justice has had the bright idea of giving 
Danaher the Proctor seat !n the District of 
Columbia. This puts Danaher on the federal 
bench at the Court of Appeals level. But it does 
not put him in the shoes of either Judge Hand 
or Judge Swan with whom he would inevitably 
be contrasted unfavorably. It is slick, fast — 
and transparent. 

This is President Eisenhower's first appoint- 
ment to the United States Court of Appeals. In 
making it he has passed over all the Republican 
Judges in the federal district courts all over 
the country. He has gone outside the bench to 
the political arena. 

Is this the precedent the White House will 
follow in filling the six appellate court vacancies 
still before it? If so, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
will not raise the level of the federal bench and 
that was one of the benefits hoped for from him. 
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A Better Method 


The Indiana statute requirmg bank tellers to 
take two weeks of vacation each year is being 
touted by Hoosier officials as one way to cut 
embezzlements. There hasn't been a major em- 
bezzlement in that state since the law went into 
effect in 1950, and that is all well and good. But 
it will occur to many who read of Indiana’s suc- 
cess that another method of tackling the prob- 
lem would be for the banks to pay their tellers 
salaries that might not incline them to tempta- 
tion.

Change Mudville to St. Louis and substitute 
the Browns for the name of the slugger whose 
vain “blow” has come “shattering” down 
through the years. With no more alterations 
than these, the last stanza of Ernest Lawrence 
Thayer's classic ballad of baseball applies to the 
home town today. 

For in Baltimore the sun is shining bright. 
The band is playing there and men are laugh- 
ing and children are shouting. After two pre- 
vious bitter disappointments, the fans of Balti- 
more are getting the Browns. And as the 
Browns go there is no joy in St. Louis—for we 
are losing part of ourselves in the transfer. 

Memories of three-quarters of a century come 
crowding as we think of the St. Louis Browns 
in the historical past. Memories that start with 
the fabulous German emigrant, Chris Von der 
Ahe, who knew little about baseball and thought 
he knew it all, and come down to ageless 
Satchel Paige and his double-whammy pitch. 
Around the long sides of this diamond of time 
are the great Charlie Comiskey, the incompar- 
able George Sisler hitting .420 in 1922, Hub 
Pruett striking out Babe Ruth nine times in 15 
tries, the heavy artillery outfield of Baby Doll 
Jacobson, Kenny Williams and leadoff man 
Johnny Tobin, who liked nothing better than to 
hit the first pitch into the stands for a home 
run. 

But the Browns fell on evil days and in recent 
years their glories were—except for fleeting 
moments which warmed countless hearts—in 
the record books rather than on the sports 
pages. Support fell off as the team settled deep- 
er and deeper in the standings. Night games 
helped for a while, yet with the competition 
of television and other attractions nothing took 
the place of winning games. We suspect a 
check would show that no big league team lost 
more games by one run or in extra innings than 
the Browns of the last decade. 

And that brings us to the game by which we 
shall remember the Browns in their final sea- 
son. The date was Saturday, Sept. 5. The place 
Sportsman’s Park—for the Browns never did 
really play in Busch Stadium. Rookie Bob Tur- 
ley, 22 years old, pitched three-hit ball for 12 
innings against the Tigers. Then in the third 
extra inning Dick Kokos, 25-year-old left fielder,

that the proceedings had gone on long enough. 
He lifted one of Ralph Branca’s pitches onto the 
pavilion roof. There were only 1960 fans on 
hand to see that flashback to the great days.

Blunt, outspoken and controversial 
all his life, the Rajah never would win

When Bill 
Veeck fired Horns- 
by last season, the 
Browns’ owner ac- 
cepted a silver tro- 
phy, purportedly 
presented by his. 
Players, in recogni- 
tion of “the great- 
est play since the 
Emancipation Proc- 
lamation.” 

Most folks think 
that Veeck bought 
the trophy himself 
and the allusion to 
Lincoln freeing the 
slaves has the pixie quality that fits 
Wild William’s character, 


Yet there is no escaping the fact that 
the ball players resented Hornsby with 
a fervor that almost ame@zated to loath- 
ing. There were also strong rumors 
this season that many of the Redlegs 
had developed an antipathy to him. 
The Rajah is cold, almost without any 
warmth to him. He praises no one for 
the exceptional play or the exceptional 
hit. That’s what the guy was being

’ paid for, wasn’t it? 


So high were his standards that only 
Ty Cobb ever was able to surpass them - 
in all baseball history. The Rajah’s 
lifetime average was .358. Cobb alone 
was higher at .367: There almost was 
a tip-off on Hornsby’s way of thinking 
during a conversation with him in 
Florida last March: “When I was at 
bat,” he said with unsmiling intensity, 
“I almost felt sorry for the pitcher.” 


He had a right to feel sorry for all 
pitchers, especially during one fantas- 
tic five-year span when he averaged 
almost .402. His successive seasonal 
no were .397, .401, .384, .424 and 


No one ever could find fault with the 
Rajah on the field. Off it he was a lot 
more vulnerable. He once was a prodi- 
gious horse player and there long has 
been a suspicion that his weakness 
was responsible for his remaining out 
of big league baseball for a decade 
and a half. There never was anything 


diplomatic about Hornsby. He always 
said what he thought and some of his 
thoughts were pretty brutal. There was 
one employer he contemptuously called 
“a drunken bum.” It was libelous and 
couldn’t be printed, but the ownef 
heard about it anyway. So the Rajah 
was traded the next year. 


His first managerial job was with the 
St. Louis Cardinals and he won a pen- 
nant. En route to that pennant, though, 
he said some extremely insulting words 
to Sam Breadon, the owner of the team. 
Singin’ Sam had scheduled an exhibi- 
tion game for an off-day. Hornsby, 
wanting to rest his heroes, called Brea- 
don a cheap, money-grabbing so-and-so 
for scheduling the game. 


When Phil Ball hired the Rajah to 
manage the Browns, he enthusiastically 
said to his new skipper, “This can be a 
great ball club, Raj.” 


“It’s a lousy ball club,” said the out- 
spoken Hornsby. Fortunately, Ball ad- 
mired his honesty and they got along 
famously, one of the rare occasions in 
the Hornsby career when he and his 
boss didn’t tangle. 


When Hornsby managed the Braves, 
a young reporter with a distorted sense 
of values asked the Rajah if the Braves 
might finish in the first division. The 
typewriter pounder was a Braves fan 
rather than an unbiased observer and 
Hornsby’s reply left him crushed. 

“Those humpty-dumpties?” exclaimed 
the Rajah contemptuously. That re- 
mark hardly stimulated team morale. 


Even when Hornsby was named act- 
ing manager of the Giants by John 
McGraw, he instantly clashed with 
team-mates. The Rajah ordered Fred- 
die Lindstrom to make a play a certain 
way. Freddie was as outspoken as 
Hornsby and a lot more lovable. 


“But the Old Man always told me 
differently,” began Lindy. 


“McGraw’s sick and I’m running this 
ball club,” snapped Hornsby. “You do 
it my way now.” ‘ 

“You and your ideas,” snorted Lind- 
strom, always an unreconstructed rebel. 
“Once you lay aside your bat, you're a 
detriment to any ball club.” 

That wasn’t the precise truth, of 
course. Even in Cincinnati there can 
be no doubt that his teacning helped in 
the hitting development of Gus Bell, 
Ted Kluszewski and Jim Greengrass. 
If anything, the team has done slightly 
better than expected. 

Hornsby loves baseball with single- 
minded intensity. Yet it seems unlike- 
ly that he ever again will play a major 
role in the sport. His fanatical zeal was 
not enough—or maybe it was too much.

But I am afraid that all ex- 
perience is against him if he sup- 
poses that he can by preaching 
and persuasion make the many 
interests, groups, sections less 
“calculating,” less ‘self-inter- 
ested,” or less “conflicting.” 


In fact the President’s troubles 
can only increase as long as the 
impression exists that the even- 
tual ‘policy decided upon will 
register the wishes of those who 
exert the greatest pressure. 

This dmpression does prevail 
because of Mr. Eisenhower's own 
personal theory that virtually

Both teams found the home 
run range in the fifth, with 
Junior Gilliam hitting for the 
circuit for the Dodgers and St. 
Louis’s Yogi Berra for the 
Bronx Bombers. In the sixth 
Gil Hodges and George Shuba, 
as a pinch-batter, walloped hom- 
ers for the National Leaguers, 
who tied the score in their 
seventh turn at bat, only to see 
the Yanks take the lead again 
in the home half on a four- 
bagger by Joe Collins. 


Three more runs for the 
American League champs 
crossed the plate in the eighth. 
Johnny Sain, the winning pitch- 
er in relief role, drove in two 
with a double. 

Allie Reynolds, starting Yan- 
kee righthander, was kayoed in 
the Dodgers’ three-run sixth. 

There was an early threat of 
rain but at game time the skies 
were brightening and the sun 
broke through in the early in- 
nings.

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| How Veeck

NEW YORK, Sept. 30. 
ILL VEECK was driven out 
of the American League be- 
cause he incurred the enmity 
of the all-powerful New York 
Yankees. 

The deposed president of the 
St. Louis Browns was riding 
high at the end of the 1948 sea- 
son. His Cleveland Indians had 
won the flag. His manager, Lou 
Boudreau, was named player of 
the year. At an off-season ban- 
quet here to honor Boudreau, 
Veeck was on the dais. In the 
audience were Yankee officials 
and Joe DiMaggio, the Yankeé 
Clipper himself. 

Bill made a speech. He re- 
ferred to DiMaggio as a player 
of such magnitude that “he de- 
serves anything he can get out 
of the Yankees” and mentioned 
a salary figure in excess of 

In the same flush of success, 
Veeck announced that the 
Yankees would be lucky to fin-

The small consolation with 
which bereaved followers of the 
good ol’ Brownies must comfort 
themselves now is that the St. 
Louis Americans most certainly 
would have been transferred 11 
years earlier — to Los Angeles, 
not Baltimore—if the Japanese 
hadn’t struck at Pearl Harbor. 

The sneak attack that plunged 
the United States into World 
War II on Dec. 7, 1941, coin- 
cided with a winter baseball 
meeting at which Donald L. 
Barnes, St. Louis investment 
broker who owned the club then, 
had completed arrangements to 
transfer the franchise to the 


The Browns, a fine old St. Louis institution that has just died 
at the age of 77, were poor relations during most of their existence 
here and narrowly escaped departure in the past only because of 
a great war one time and the snail's pace of baseball “progress” 


enough to achieve his goal and 
the ambition of every man, 
woman and child who pulled for 
the Browns from the time they 
returned to St .Louis in the sec- 
ond season of the American 
League's history, 1902. The 
Browns won a pennant in 1944 
with an inspired team of aging 
and 4-F players. The one and 


only all-St. Louis world series. 


was won that fall by a decidedly 
superior team of Cardinals who 
were hard pressed to prevail in 
six games.

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in Chicago. Veeck fastened on 
this incident to wonder why the 
American League didn’t pay its 
arbiters enough “so they 
wouldn’t have to take jobs on 
the side.” This didn’t endear 
him to Will Harridge, president 
of the league. 


Midget Incident. 
There was the incident of the 


signing of the midget after 


Veeck had gone to St. Louis. 
This further embarrassed league 
officials. 

A year ago he refused to let 
the Yankees televise games with 
the Browns (in Yankee Stadium) 
unless Bill got a visiting cut of 
the receipts. The Yanks retali- 
ated by canceling night games 
with St. Louis, a drastic reprisal 
which forced Veeck to abandon 
his video stand, but widened the 
rift with New York, 

All these things, and more, 
greased the skids for Bill. When, 
after a fair attendance year in 
St. Louis (500,000 in 1952) the 
outlook wasn’t too good for 
1953, Veeck made hasty plans to 
move. He set everything up for 
Baltimore and confidently went 
into the March meeting at Tam- 
pa, Fla., last winter. 

Then the first blow fell. The 
Yankee attitude was that Veeck 
knew what he was doing when 
he went into St. Louis and if 
he couldn’t make it go it had to 
be his fault. Why ‘should any- 
body go to his rescue? 

His plea that he’d lost $400,- 
000 and stood to lose that much 
more left the Yankees dry-eyed. 

Before Bill went into the 
meeting, he was licked. There 
wasn't even a formal vote. A 
ballot was announced as 5-2, but 
the only club in his corner was 
Chicago. 

So Bill was left to sweat out 
1953 in the St. Louis heat. He 
did it in comparative quiet, like 
a man trying to serve a sen- 
tence with time off for good 
behavior. Next year, 1954, he 
would be in Baltimore. 

But he reckoned again with- 
out the Yankees and their al- 
lies. 
forgiven. 

Yanks’ Last Word. 

When the sale of the Browns 
to Baltimore for $2,475,000 was 
okayed, it was with the under- 
standing that Veeck did not go 
with the franchise. 

The last three days have left 
Bill old-faced and bewildered. 
His bounce is gone. Two days 
ago, at one of the meetings, 
“Spike” Briggs (Detroit owner) 
proposed a resolution permitting 
Veeck to take the club to Balti- 
more. Another club owner sec- 
onded it... and then voted 
against the motion when it came 
down to c . 

Veeck was there. He called 
the guy a name and let it go at 
that. Finally Bill threw in the 
towel when it became evident 
that his backers, including Sid 
Schiff, Arthur Allyn and Newton 
P. Frye of Chicago, did not wish 
to become embroiled in possible 
court action to maintain their 


n. 
For the time being, at least, 
that’s the end of Veeck in big- 
league baseball. They didn’t care 


. whether they bought him out or 


froze him out, just so they got 
even with him, after five years, 
for disturbing the old, estab- 
lished order of things .. . for 
-thumbing his nose at brassier 
hats... for making enemies. 


They hadn't forgotten nor 


Browns to Milwaukee, Los An- 
geles and Baltimore began not 
too long after brusque Philip 
DeCatesby Ball, ice machinery 
magnate and sportsman, died in 
1933. Ball owned the Browns 
from 1915 until his death. Base- 
ball was a hobby with Ball, who. 
maintained in 1932 that the 
Browns had made money only in 
the year of their memorable 
near-miss, 1922, 

Of the close call the Browns 
had until Veeck just upped and 
took them out of town, the clos- 
est probably came when Bill 
and Charley DeWitt were floun- 
dering just before Veeck and- his 
syndicate took over. Baltimore 
and Milwaukee were interested 
then, but at the time baseball’s 
hard-crusted major league geog- 
raphy hadn’t yet received such 
a panning from a Congressional 
subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative Emanuel Celler (Dem.), 
New York, that the sport 
formed its own committee to 
study realignment of the major 
league map. 

The black mark on the career 
of the aggressive and imagina- 
tive ex-Marine, who restored 
sagging franchises at Milwaukee 
and Cleveland before selling out 
in both instances, cost St. Louis 
its oldest baseball institution. 
The name “Browns” goes back 
to 1876. 

Baseball historians working at 
cross purposes have argued 
about which St. Louis club had 
the older antecedents, the 
American League Browns or the 
National League Cardinals. The 
National League came here first 
because St. Louis held a charter 
in the senior baseball circuit, 
but, though it may seem con- 
fusing, the local Nationals then 
were known as the Browns. 

The National League Browns 


were headed by John R. Lucas, 


the financial backer, assisted by 
Al “Spink, co-founder of The 
Sporting News, national base- 
ball weekly which now finds it- 
self publishing in a one-team 
major league town again. 

Under Von der Ahe, the 
Browns prospered brilliantly for 
several years, first alone and 
then even after the Union Asso- 
ciation came along for one sea- 
son and the National League re- 
appeared in 1884. In fact, suf- 
fering against the competition 
of the championship Browns, 
the National League club sold 
out in 1886 and was transferred 
to Indianapolis. 


Von der Ahe Broke. 

Five years later the Browns 
switched from the American 
Association to the National 
League when the circuits 
merged. The National League 
purchased five Association fran- 
chises, awarding the Washington 
franchise to Von der Ahe. By 
1898, however, Von der Ahe’s 
team was poor and his money 
gone, and the National League 
Browns were sold by court or- 
der in a public auction to meet 
its obligations. 

The sale that brought a vigor- 
ous protest from old Von der 
Ahe led in purchase of the 
Browns by the Robison brothers, 
Frank, DeHass and Mathew 
Stanley, owner of the Cleveland 
Spiders. The Robisons switched 
clubs, moving the stronger Spi- 
der personnel here and sending 
the floundering Browns to 
Cleveland. The new St. Louis 
National League ball club, red- 
stockinged, was nicknamed 
“Cardinals” in 1889 by Willie 
McHale, a young reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch. 

The Browns reappeared in 
1902, second season of the Amer- 
ican League, and St. Louis be- 
came a two-club major league 
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ness man, Robert Lee Hedges, 
aided by Ban Johnson, founder 
of the American League, and 
Jimmy McAleer, first manager 
of the twentieth century 
Browns, raided the ranks of the 
rival Robison’s Cardinals to 
build a strong ball club. From 
among the Redbirds, Hedges 
took Jesse Burkett, one of the 
all-time great hitters; Bobby 
Wallace, an outstanding short- 
stop who spent a long career 
in the uniform of both major 
league clubs, and several other 
top players. Included was & 
catcher named Joe Sugden who 
now—though old and nearly 
blind—still scouts for the Car- 
dinals in the Philadelphia area. 
- Bitter Struggle. 

Although Hedges and the 
Browns won a bitter court bat- 
tle when the court held that 
baseball’s reserve clause was 
not binding, John Edward Wray, 
longtime sports editor and now 
sports columnist of the Post- 
Dispatch, recalls that the legal 
wrangle over the players split 
the city into two hostile groups. 
The ill feeling among some fans 
toward one -—_ or the other 

ersists to this day. 

r Hedges, who paid only $35,000 
for the franchise, built a new 
grandstand and bleachers at the 
Sportsman's Park site, Grand 
and Dodier streets. The park 
then seated about 15,000. 

The Browns finished second in 
Hedges’s first season, but only 
once more finished in the first 
division before he sold out to 
Ball for $425,000 in 1915. In 1908 
a fourth-place finish with Rube 
Waddell and other big-name vet- 
erans on the club produced a 
profit of more than $165,000 and 
enabled Hedges to remodel the 


Witts, taking a secondary note 
for $700,000 from the brothers in 
exchange for his stock. The 
American League held a $300,000 
note, first mortgage for a loan 
made to help the Browns stay 
alive. The DeWitts, balancing the 
budget by careful operation and 
selling their top players, a policy 
that held no future for playing- 
field improvement, finally sold 
out to Veeck when the wolf was 
at the door. The wolf couldn't 
have been less heartless when 
Veeck, in turn, decided to give 
up, but refused to sell and in- 
sisted on moving the ball club. 

Until the Cardinals parlayed 
Branch Rickey’s farm-system 
brain-child into fame and fortune 
in 1926, the Browns held the up- 
per hand in St. Louis. But in the 
period since the Redbirds won 
nine pennants, six world cham- 
pionships and finished out of the 
first division only three times, 
drawing as many as 1,450,000 
eash customers in the post-war 
prosperity and exciting pennant 
race of 1949, the Browns became 
a perennial also-ran:‘and drew as 
few as 80,922 spectators in the 
depression days of 1935. 

The American League club ap- 
peared to be on the upswing last 
year, but darkness came before 
the dawn. And the Browns, a 
fine old institution, died today.

Fourteen mil- 
lion hunting licenses will have 
been sold during the year and, if 
past years are a criterion of what 
is to come, 500 hunters will suf- 
fer fatalities. In 1951, 1832 hunt- 
ing accidents were reported; 336 
were killed. In 1952 there were 
1982 accidents; 390 deaths. Penn- 
sylvania alone had 386 accidents, 
24 of which were fatal, and in 
Michigan there were 278 acci- 
dents with 25 fatalities. 

Carelessness, plus lack of 
knowledge of various types of 
firearms, accounts for a major 
portion of these woes. Optical 
illusions, which possibly could be 
classified as self-hypnosis, has 
caused many a shot to be fired 
at imaginary game. “I saw some- 
thing move,” the inexcusable 
alibi of the inexperienced nim- 
rod, is the shallowest of all the 
reasons given, but again this 
year, as in the years gone by, 
it will be at the forefront when 
the statistics are compiled.

Improvement to Cost 
$850,000—Agreement 
With McDonnell Firm 
Approved. 


Improvements at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, costing an estimat- 
ed $850,000, were authorized by 
the Board of Estimate & Appor- 
tionment yesterday. The board 
also approved an agreement 
with the McDonnell Aircraft 
‘Corp. which will pay most of the 
‘cost. 

The improvements, including 
“the lengthening of the east-west 
runway from its present 7800 
Jeet to 10,000 feet, were request- 

“ed by the company in connec- 
‘tion with its manufacture of 
military planes at the field. 


The runway extension is ex- 
pected to cost about $400,000. 
The McDonnell firm will con- 
tribute $250,000 toward this and 
the city’s share will be $150,000. 
Upon completion of this project, 
the city will be one of three hav- 


ing municipal airports with run- | 


ways of 10,000 feet. 

Arresting Gear Installation. 

Another improvement, which 
will be paid for entirely by the 
McDonnell firm, will be the in- 
stallation of arresting gear, simi- 
lar to that used on aircraft car- 
riers, at each end of the three 
major runways. Estimated cost 
is $300,000. 

The company will also install 
paved spurs at the end of each 
runway to be used for the warm- 
ing up of jet planes. The spurs 
will be constructed of special 
heat-resistant materials and are 
expected to eliminate jet blast 
erosion of concrete near airport 
runways. Construction cost is 
estimated at $150,000. 

All the installations have been 
approved by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration and by 
commercial and private pilot or- 
ganizations.

St. Louis Telephone Pioneer Returns to Work at Scene of World War I Days 


By Mary Kimbrough 


C. HESSE, who went into 

the telephone business in 

® 1905 “because it looked like 

a good thing and was here to 

stay,” has closed his desk for the 

last time and headed for Europe, 

where he helped string battle- 

field telephone wires as a dough- 
boy 36 years ago: 

In World War I, Hesse was in 
the Signal Corps. Now nearing 
65, he'll work for Uncle Sam 
again, this time as a civilian 
telephone construction superin- 
tendent under direction of the 
Army’s chief signal officer in 
Europe. Instead of waiting for 
mandatory retirement, he has 
asked for voluntary retirement 
from Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. where he has worked 
since 1919, advancing from con- 
struction foreman to engineer in 
the Cabany. office. 


There was laughter in his blue 
eyes as Hesse thought back over 
the years to the beginning of his 
career with the new-fangled tele- 
phone. He was a messenger boy 
at the 1904 World’s Fair when 
a workman came to the family 
home to install a phone. In the 
young boy, he found a readycon- 
vert to this new evidence of 
progress. 

“The telephone was a luxury 
in those days, but I knew it was 
a good thing and I should get in 
on it t away. I knew it was 
here to stay, and that it would 
be improving all the time. 

“So I got a job as a helper at 
$25 a month with the old Kin- 
loch Co. Six months later, I 
was an installer, and had a 
helper of my own.” 

Now he can explain with réHsh 
and in detail mystifying to the 
layman the intricacies of the 
modern telephone system and 
has complied a record of install- 
ing thousands of phones and 
thousands of miles of wire. Yet 
he has never taken a farmal 
— in electricity or engineer- 
ng. 


oe ae 
FTER leaving Clay and Wy- 
man schools, he decided to 
work instead of entering 
high school. He did enroll for a 
correspondence course in elec- 
trical engineering but just kept 
the textbooks on hand for occa- 
sional reference, if and when 
he needed them. 
But when he watched the 
workman putting in the family 
telephone, his star was fixed and 
the World’s Fair with all its glit- 
ter and glamour went by the

boards. 

“I worked for Kinloch for 
three years,” he said, “then went 
out to Nebraska with the Lin- 
coln Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., and helped install one of the 
first dial systems in the world.” 

By his eighteenth birthday he 
had been advanced to supervisor, 
but his new title didn’t make the 
job any easier. 

“I used to travel across Ne- 
braska when the temperature 
was 30 below zero. In those days 
before World War I we went by 
horse and ‘wagon and there 
wasn't a top or even a windshield 
for protection. I had to wrap up 
so that all anyone could see of 
me was my eyes. 

“In those days, if a manager 
of a small branch office were 
sick or had to be away, they'd 
call on me to fill in for him. 
Then I'd be the trouble-shooter, 
bill collector, business manager 
and wire chief all at one time— 
practically the whole company. 

“Nebraska was divided then 
between two different telephone 
systems and crews from our 
company would meet men from 
the other on the boundary line. 

“They'd say, ‘Well, what are 


they paying you now?’ We'd 
tell them what our wages were 
and they'd offer us 25 cents a 
day more to come work with 
them. Some of the men would 
accept and then the next time, 
it would be the other way 
around and we'd get men back 
by offering them a few cents 
more.”

UST before World War I, 

Hesse had joined the Missouri 

and Kansas Telephone Co. in 
Kansas City. When he returned 
from service that firm had con- 
solidated with Southwestern 
Bell. So he figures his Bell em- 
ployment days from 1915 when 
he joined the Kansas City com- 
pany. 

Since then he has watched 
the telephone develop from a 
crude wall instrument whose 
placement in the home was 
determined by the length of wire 
the installer happened to have 
with him, to the sleek instru- 
ment of today that can be in- 
stalled easily in any room. And 
he has heard the familiar “Num- 
ber, ple-eez,” fade out with the 
complex dial system that some- 
day soon will permit homeown- 


ers to dial a number in any city 
of the nation. 

“It'll be several years yet be- 
fore long distance dial service 
is available to the average sub- 
scriber, but they're already ex- 
perimenting with it in some 
communities,” he said. 

This look into the future is 
a far cry from the early days of 
telephone service in St. Louis, 
as Hesse remembers them. 

“In those days,” he laughed, 
“we used to tell the customers 
just where in the house the 
phone could be installed. We 
had just so much wire and that 
determined where the phone 


. could be. 


“A lot of people had coin tele- 
phones in their own homes. One 
of the newspapers offered to in- 
stall a phone for each one-year 
subscription. Then the home- 
owners would pay for them at 
a nickel a call. 

“People were so proud of their 
new telephones that a lot of 
them wanted the phone in- 
stalled hear the front window 
so they could be seen by their 
neighbors as they carried on a 
conversation.”

UT Hesse is a pioneer in 

more than the telephone in- 

dustry. At the World's Fair, 
he took the first trip on the fer- 
ris wheel and the first ride “on 
the interurban through the fair- 
grounds. And as messenger boy 
he was detailed to escort such 
dignitaries as Alice Roosevelt 
Longworth and ambassadors 
from other countries from Union 
Station to the fairgrounds, tak- 
ing them out from the city in a 
surrey. 

An avid baseball fan, he played 
a few years with the old St. 
Louis Browns, taking off from 
the telephone company in the 
summer to join the team. He 
built and installed the first au- 
tomatic scoreboard at Sports- 
man’s Park, now Busch Stadium, 
following general directions from 
the board’s Chicago manufac- 
turers, but without benefit of 
blueprint. 

In fact, with the electrical and 
engineering knowledge he picked 
up through the years, he seldom 
has to refer to a blueprint or 
even to those old textbooks from 
correspondence school. And you 
can tell he’s as proud of being 
a handy man around his home, 
No. 4 Clayton Acres, Kirkwood, 
as of his telephone career. 

“Did all the wiring myself,” 
he said. “My daughter brought 
her automatic washer out to the 
house the other day. We had it 
running in 20 minutes.” 


Fix It Yourself

Leaks in Hot Water Tanks. 


ATER tanks, especially hot 
W water tanks, can spring a 

leak at almost any time but 
they prefer to pick a weekend 
or holiday when there isn't a 
plumber within a thousand miles 
of your home. 

Small leaks in tanks can be 
sealed by driving in a little wood 
plug made out of a softwood 
such as pine. As soon as the 
water hits the wood it makes it 
expand and this produces a 
pretty good temporary patch. 


Leaks that can't be fixed with 
a wood plug usually call for one 
of the many patented plugs sold 
for this purpose at plumbing and 
hardware stores. 

One of these devices is noth- 
ing: more than a machine screw 
with a washer. The water in the 
tank is drained to a point below 
the leak and then the hole where 
the water leaks through is drilled 
out with a metal twist drill. The 
drill should have a diameter 


slightly smaller than the metal © 


plug. The plug is now installed 
with a wrench and as it is 
twisted into place it cuts its own 
threads in the wall of the tank. 
The net result is a good tight 
seal that will last almost as long 
as the tank—Jlonger in some 
cases, 

Another gimmick consists of 


toggle bolt with washer. The hole | 


in the tank is drilled out so that 
it’s large enough to allow the 
toggle bolt to be inserted. The 
end of the bolt is slipped in and 
then tightened.

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Designing Woman 


A Satiny Finish — 


By Elizabeth Hillyer 


TOO-SHINY finish can spoil 
A the nicest piece of furni- 

ture. Many an old chest or 
table stays in the attic because 
someone once tried to reclaim it 
with a single varnish coat, once- 
over heavily. 

And many a do-it-yourself 
job on new unfinished furniture 
is a disappointment because the 
finisher stopped too soon. 

To subdue an amateurish, 
cheapening shine, give the wood 
a good rub-down after varnish- 
ing. Do as the makers of fine 
furniture do—use pumice stone 
and water or oil. The pumice 
stone is a mild abrasive which 
takes down the gloss of varnish 
to a professional satiny glow. 

Make a rubbing block by ty- 
ing soft cloth over a block of 
wood. Make a thin mixture of 


powdered pumice stone and wa- 
ter or boiled linseed oil and 
rub it over the furniture with 
long strokes, evenly and with 
the wood grain.

Conscience, 10 to 12 
By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph.D. 


Of the Gesell institute of Child Development 
éé D we asked a group of boys and girls who ranged in 
age from 10 up. Their answers may interest you as 

they did us. Of course, we kiow that some people are by 
nature more conscientious than others. Some carry con- 
scientiousness to the extreme of being over-anxious and 
worried. Others seem almost to be born without a con- 
science. 

In addition to these marked individual differences, we 
find interesting age differences, and it is these that we are 
going to tell you about today. 


: & ® 


THE TYPICAL 10-year-old, when asked if his con- 
science bothers him, is likely to reply, “Sometimes it does 
and sometimes it doesn't.” Or “In a way, maybe yes, may- 
be no.” (Though one girl asked us, ‘What is a conscience?” 
and one boy admitted, “I'm not sure what a conscience is. 
Is it something that tells you if you've forgotten some- 
thing?’’) 

Another told us, “My conscience tells me whether 
things are right or wrong. It’s just there handy. It doesn't 
bother me too much.” 

At 11, the majority tell us that their consciences do 
bother if they do wrong. But 11 is a big bold age, in many, 
and more children here than at any other age we have 
studied tell us frankly that they can do wrong without its 
troubling their conscience. 

We do not necessarily support their boldness, but we 
think you should know the kind of thing which they quite 
typically say: “Sometimes I do wrong just to spite people, 
and it doesn't bother my conscience a bit. I mean to do it. 
Probably not the right thing to do.” Or, “My conscience 
doesn't bother me when I am bad. I’m usually glad when 
I'm bad. Sort of nice to let yourself go.” 
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TWELVE, FORTUNATELY from the the adult point 
ef view, is more docile and more conscientious. Nearly 
all now are bothered by their conscience if they do wrong. 

These are the kinds of things which the 12-year-old 
says about his conscience: 

“T have a big conscience. It causes a lot of trouble.” 

“My conscience causes me a lot of trouble: I can’t do 
anything wrong without losing about 10 nights’ sleep.” 

Or, finally, “My conscience is hard on me.” 

And so it goes. We have always the personality ex- 
tremes—and if your child is super-conscientious do not 
take all the credit, because some are just born that way. 
But age does bring changes.

Sympathy 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


BSENCE OF AFFECTION 

makes men like stones. 

The worst epithet a poet 
could fix on the god Pluto was 
“a person who could not 
weep.” A modern philosopher 
has described Humanism as a 
“brotherhood without tears.” 

The tongue has its own lan- 
guage, but so has the heart; 
words are the speech of the 
tongue, but tears are the un- 
formed words of the heart. 
Animals have neither speech 
nor tears because both are a 
language and only a person 
who is endowed with a soul 
is capable of either. 

Only the educated have the 
power to translate their 
thoughts exactly into words, 
but to every human being is 
given the magic to translate 
into tears “thoughts that lie 
too deep for words.” Ideas are 
often poor ghosts. “Would 
that I could utter the thoughts 
that arise within me.” But 
when they are made flesh in 
tears, they touch us with soft 
hands and speak to us in an 
appealing voice that is not 
even a whisper, but oh, so 
eloquent! 
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THIS GIFT of sympathy can 


* be lost, first by being selfish, 


and second, by losing all mnat- 
ural affection which is a re- 
sult of egotism. If then there 
be tears they are shed not be- 
cause one beats in rhythm 
with the trials of others, but 
because self has been thwart- 
ed. What makes the differ- 
ence between one speaker and 
another? One moves the audi- 
ence, the other leaves them 
untouched. It is a want of 
sympathy which is capable of 
melting into tears in a great 
crisis, which leaves hearts un- 
touched. As Horace said: “If 
you wish me to weep, you 
must weep first.” 

Unless there is fire in the 
hearts of patriots, educators, 
evangelists, the listeners will 
never be thrown a spark with 
which to ignite. Our Blessed 
Lord suggested there would 
be a kind of diminution of 
sympathy and zeal’ as_ the 
world grew old: “Think ye 
when I come again, I shall 
find faith on earth?” The rea- 
son He then gave was “the 
hearts of many will have 
grown cold.” 

What has killed fire in 
hearts and passionate devo- 
tion to great causes is an in- 
difference to right and wrong. 
If night is day, and day is 
night, if virtue and vice de- 
pend solely on-®me’s point of 
view and not on correspond- 
ence with an objective stand- 
ard, then what is ieft but dull- 
ness, apathy, listlessness. One 
of the reasons for the popu- 
larity of Nazism, Fascism and 
Communism in modern his- 
tory, has been the need of the 
modern soul for an absolute 
object of dedication. Faith in 
. God is really what they want. 
But this demands a reforma- 


tion of their behavior which 
they are unwilling to make. 
So they espouse a political 
absolute instead of a Divine, 
and burn their hearts out for 
a tyrrany, but always without 
a tear for the suffering and 
the hungry. 
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WHAT HOSPITALS have 
the Communists built with the 
billions of dollars. they spend 
throughout the world on prop- 
aganda? What dispensaries 
have they erected to heal the 
leprous? What healing for the 
wounded, what solace for the 
orphans? Their absolute, be- 
ing political, is without tears, 
because without human sym- 
pathy. They cause tears in 
others by the breaking up of 
families through deportation, 
by the “brain-washings” of 
the innocent, by the glutted 
jails behind the Asbestos Cur- 
tains of Russia and China, but 
they wipe away no tears, be- 
cause their philosophy is anti- 
ao anti-heart, and anti- 

od. 

What a contrast with Christ 
who is recorded as weeping 
three times during His Life— 
once for a beloved friend, 
once for His country, and once 
for the sins of humanity. This 
sympathy is born of a commu- 
nity of feeling for the be- 
reavements, for the ills that 
men bring upon themselves by 
rejecting the right and the 
true, and finally for the moral 
lapses and falls of the human 
heart. We might have thought 
that the Creator would shrink 
from fellowship with all the 
ugly things into which sin had 
corrupted His handiwork. But 
shedding tears out of love, He 
proved how God, in the form 
of man identifies Himself with 
all the ills that afflict the hu- 
man heart. What He did He 
bids us to do, not by way of 
condescension, but by touch- 
ing to heal; not loving the sin, 
but truly loving the sinner. 
We know now that God does 
not only love, He can also 
sorrow.

FTER so much discussion 
A there was final announce- 

ment last week of the

with Spain.

Some 
of us will not 
be completely 
happy that an 
a g reement 
which gives such financial 
backing to a Fascist Govern- 
ment has had to be entered 
into. 

Many of us have accepted 
the fact that diplomatic rela- 
tions must exist the world 
over with any stable Govern- 
ment that remains in power, 
because one cannot cut off 
all intercourse with a people 
whether one disapproves of 
the type of Government which 
they maintain in power, or 
not. To build up the strength, 
however, of a Fascist Govern- 
ment is no more. .agreeable 
to a democracy than it is to 
build up the strength of a 
Communist Government. How- 
ever, we must accept the fact 
that this has been thought 
to be essential for the mili- 
tary strength and protection 
of vital areas of the world. 

Our memories are so short 
that probably many of us have 
forgotten that the present dic- 
tator of Spain came to power 
with the collaboration of our 
enemies in Germany and Italy. 
But just as when a war is 
over we find it essential to

rebuild the country that we 
have defeated, so we have 
found this agreement an es- 
sential part of our defense. 
One can only hope that the 
by-product will be increasing 
opportunities for the people of 
Spain to achieve better living 
conditions.

I think, however, that after 
listening to all my friends, and 
1 do believe in their complete 
sincerity, I still would supiport 
Robert Wagner Jr. 
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RUDOLPH HALLEY seems 
to me somewhat of an oppor- 
tunist, for according to Mon- 
day’s papers he was not averse 
to seeking support which in 
the campaign he will doubtless 
describe as very dangerous to 
the city. The truth of the mat- 
ter, of course, is that the job 
of being mayor is an extreme- 
ly difficult one. The city 
government is very dependent 
on the attitude of the state 
government and it is not easy 
to work out the many difficult 
financial situations. 

It is not a job in which any- 
one can be completely success- 
ful, but I think Wagner will 
do an honest job and the best 
he possibly can and the people 
of the city of New York must 
try to understand the prob- 
lems and continue bringing 
pressure to bear for the things 
they feel are essential to the 
welfare of the people.
